Gettysburg's weather station 40-year records were shat- 


tered Sunday night when the mercury dipped to 14 degrees 
below zero after setting a record for the season of nine degrees 
above on Saturday night. 


Sunday night's reading was not only by far the lowest 


December reading ever recorded here—and the local weather 
records cover the last 40 years—but it was the second lowest 
temperature recorded here during those 40 years in any 
winter month, Dr. Henry Stewart said. 


Winter Casualties . . 


The sub-zero weather arrived a day ahead of Old Man 


Winter's scheduled 1942 debut. The almanac asserts that 
winter began at 7:40 o'clock Tuesday morning. 


The almanac notwithstanding, Adams countians shivered, 


shoveled coal, watched their rationed supplies of fuel oil sink 
and tried to get their autos started. Garagemen were rushed 
with calls for assistance from motorists whose cars would not 
start or whose radiators had frozen. Water pipes were frozen 
and there were frost-bitten noses and fingers. 


23 Below At Barlow 


The lowest unofficial temperature reported to The Gettys- 


burg Times came from Grbver Tingling at Barlow where a 
thermometer showed 23 degrees below zero Monday morning. 
Many readings of zero and below came in from all sections 
of the county. 


At the State College experimental • 


laboratory at Arendtsville the officia 
low Monday morning was 10 degrees 
below zero. It reached that point a 
4 a. m. At 9 o'clock, the mercury 
had climbed to zero. Sunday morn- 
ing's low at Arendtsville was four 
degrees above zero and the maxi- 
mum for Sunday was only 16 de- 
grees. 


Coldest Since 1912 


Sunday morning minimum was 


nine degrees at Gettysburg. A high 
of only five degrees below freezing 
was reached here at one time Sun- 
day but by 5 p. m. the thermometer 
showed 11 degrees above zero. 


Doctor Stewart looked back over 


frigid -weather records this morning 
and discovered that the only 
in the last 40 years that a lower 
reading was reached was on Janu- 
ary 14, 1912, when the mercury sank 
to 20 below. 


There have been only four other 


dates on which readings of 10 be- 
low or lower have been recorded in 
Gettysburg. They were: January 
5, 1904, 12 below; January 16, 1910, 
10 below; January 12, 1912, 13 be- 
low, and February 25, 1914, 11 below. 


At York Springs Monday morning 


a reading of eight below was re- 
ported. At Idaville, the low was six 
below. At Carl Kane's home, Big- 
lerville R. D., the temperature was 
14 below.

" The cold wave arrived Saturday 
and early Sunday morning another 
inch of snow was added to last 
week's fall.

YOUTH NABBED 
FOR ABDUCTION 


AND ROBBERY 


Carrying a warrant on a robbery 


charge, state motor policemen came 
to Gettysburg from Somerset county 
Wednesday to take into .custody 
Peter Pompile, 19, Toledo, Ohio, who 
was arrested Monday in Baltimore 
as the man who abducted and 
robbed Charles Stutzman, 53-year- 
old Stoyestown service station pro- 
prietor, after^representing himself 
as an OPA official. 


The officers said that Pompile, 


who was picked up by Baltimore 
city officers on the basis of a license 
number supplied by Stutzman, is 
wanted by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation for impersonating a 
government officer and by Toledo, 
Ohio, authorities for stealing a car. 
The prisoner also may face a fed- 
eral charge of transporting a stolen 
car across a state line, officers said. 


Admits Charges 


Pompile is said by police to have 


admitted not only the Stutzman 
incident but admitted that the car 
he used was stolen from a Michi- 
gan salesman in Toledo last Thurs- 
day. 


The prisoner, who said he had 


hoped to reach Florida to enlist in 
the merchant marine after being 
rejected by the Army and Navy be- 
cause of his criminal record, had 
three guns in his possession when 
he was taken into custody. One was 
identified as belonging to Stutzman. 


The case .came to the attention of 


police last Friday evening when 
Stutzman, shivering on a Littles- 
town street corner while waiting for 
the "federal officer" to return with D. 4.

Merville "Bud" Zinn, son of 


Mr. and Mrs. Roy E. Zinn. 
Gettysburg, left the United 
States-in an Atlantic convoy 
3Ut five days later he found 
.limself back in the states, 
without even having sighted 
foreign land. 


Engine trouble developed in 


the ship on which Zinn was 
board, some 160 miles at sea. 
After floating about for forty 
hours, the ship, helpless, no 
lights, and no cooked food for 
the men aboard, started mov- 
ing, crcv.-jmcn having repaired 
one of the engines. 


Then, unescorted, the ship 


started back to the states and 
reached port safely. Zinn was 
given a short furlough and is 
now back at a port of em- 
barkation ready to set sail 
again for foreign service.

Winter’s scheduled 1942 debut. The almanac asserts that 
winter began at 7:40 o’clock Tuesday morning. 
The almanac notwithstanding, Adams countians shivered, 
shoveled coal, watched their rationed supplies of fuel oil sink 
and tried to get their autos started. Garagemen were rushed 
with calls for assistance from motorists whose cars would not 
start or whose radiators had frozen. Water pipes were frozen 
and there were frost-bitten noses and fingers.

drive to enlist' Congressional sup- 
port behind'* "paytas-you-go" tax 
plan was projected Wednesday by 
Sen. Clark (D-Mo), chairman of a 
finance subcommittee which investi - 
gated the Beardsley Ruml proposal 
this year. 


At the same time. Clark chal- 


lenged Treasury experts to propose 
emergency taxes that would reach 
what he termed the abnormal earn- 
ings of war workers in the govern-

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lars of additional revenue. 


Clark told reporters he was draft- 


ing a statement dealing with a pro- 
gram to shift tax payments to a 
current year basis along the line 
suggested recently by Ruml, chair- 
man of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York. 


Bowing to Treasury objections, the 


finance committee, despite a recom- 
mendatfcai from Clark's subcom- 
mittee, rejected the Ruml plan. 


Sentiment Favors Ruml Plan 
Clark said there \vas continuing 


evidence of growing sentiment for 
the Rural tax collection principle 
and that with mounting war costs 
its adoption.-"seems inevitable." 


If adopted, the Ruml plan would 


wipe out individual income taxes 
on the previous year's earnings and 
consider payments made during the 
current year as applying on the cur- 
rent year's taxes.' 


A "pay-as-you-go" program, with 


the withdrawal of taxes at the 
source, he asserted, would prevent 
defaults by thousands of citizens. 


Under such a program, the tax 


would be deducted weekly or monthly 
from an individual's pay check. 
Separate provisions would be made 
for business men and others whose 
income was not in the form of regu- 
lar checks. 


Clark said there was little senti- 


ment in the Senate~fpr consideration 
of another spending tax proposal 
such as was rejected this year. He 
added a belief that a general sales 
tax would fall short of Treasury 
goods iinless -it ran, so high as to be 
prohibitive.

LYONS, BONHAM, 
HUGHSON LEAD 
A, L, PITCHERS

Chicago (AP)—A 41-year-old vet- 


eran, Ted Lyons, and two youngsters 
—Ernie Bonham and Tex Hughson— 
were the American league's most 
effective pitchers during the 1942 
baseball season. 


Lyons, for the first time in his 


bii» league time with Chicago's 
White Sox, and now a first lieuten- 
ant in the Marine Corps, had a 2.10 
earned run average for 180 innings. 
Cleveland's Tom Ferrick bettered 
this with a mark of 2.00, but Fer- 
rick participated in only 81 innings. 
. Lyons, operating with a sixth 
place club, finished all of the 20 
games he started and wour.d up 
with a record of 14 triumphs and 
six defeats—a performance that well 
may be his last in the majors. In 
his 20 big league seasons, the for- 
mer Baylor university athlete won 
259 games and lost 226. 


Hughson of the Boston Red Sox 


and Bonham of the New York 
Yankees were the league's only 20- 
game winners, the former with 22 
and Bonham with 21. They tied 
for the most completed games, each 
with 22. 


Bonham also was the leader in 


shutout victories with six 
and 


trailed Lyons in earned runs with 
2.27 for 226 innings. His .808 per- 
centage for 21 games won and five 
lost was bettered only by two Bos- 
ton pitchers—Wilburn Butland. who 
won seven and lost one, and Ken 
Chase with five and one. 


Hughson lost six games and ended 


with a .786 percentage. He tied 
Buck New.som of Washington for 
the most strikeouts, 113; was second 
to Bonham in shutouts with four, 
and was among the top 10 in earned 
runs with a 2.59 figure for 281 in- 
nings, which was the most time 
any pitcher spent on the mound in 
1942. 


Marchildon the Wildest 


The wildest pitcher of the season 


was Philadelphia's Phil Marchildon. 
The righthander 
committed the 


most wild pitches for the second 
straight year with 13, issued the 
most base on balls, 140 in 244 in- 
nings, and hit the most batters, 
13, but he also struck out 110 bat- 
ters. 


For the second straight year and 


the 20th in American league his- 
tory, pitchers failed to come through 
with a single no-hit game. This 
constituted a new record. Another 
pitching mark was tied when But- 
land handled five pu touts in a game 
August 30.

below zero after setting a record for the season of nine degrees 
above on Saturday night. 


Sunday night's reading was not only by far the lowest 


December reading ever recorded here—and the local weather 
records cover the last 40 years—but it was the second lowest 
temperature recorded here during those 40 years in any 
winter month, Dr. Henry Stewart said. 


Winter Casualties 


The sub-zero weather arrived a day ahead of Old Man 


Winter's scheduled 1942 debut. The almanac asserts that 
winter began at 7:40 o'clock Tuesday morning. 


The almanac notwithstanding, Adams countians shivered, 


shoveled coal, watched their rationed supplies of fuel oil sink 
and tried to get their autos started. Garagemen were rushed 
with calls for assistance from motorists whose cars would not 
start or whose radiators had frozen. Water pipes were frozen 
and there were frost-bitten hoses and fingers.

IN GETTYSBURG 


In a Public Utility commission 


order dated Monday and received 
here this morning the application 
of the Gettysburg borough for per- 
mission to construct n. grade cross- 
ing at the intersection of West 
High street and a spur track of the 
Reading railroad is approved and 
the construction work is ordered. 


Borough Engineer LeRoy H. Winc- 


brenner said today that work prob- 
ably will begin as soon as weather 
permits. The appropriation of the 
necessary funds already has been 
made by council. 


The state approval was given 


"upon full consideration of mat- 
ters and things involved." The com- 
mission members wrote that they 
"find and determine that the con- 
struction of the crossing at grade 
in the borough of Gettysburg . . . 
is necessary or proper for the serv- 
ice, accommodation, convenience or 
safety of the public." 


Reviews Testimony 


The 
commission order 
reviews 


testimony presented at a hearing 
held in Harrisburg on September 
15 when the .estimated cost to the 
borough of the construction of the 
crossing and adjacent sections of 
street was placed at $1,802.16. The 
estimated cost to the railroad com- 
pany is $79.50.

Outcome Of Crash 


A. damage suit was started in 


Dauphin County Common Pleas 
court, Harrisburg, Thursday by Vic- 
tor Braddock, counsel for Cliff Les- 
ter, Harrisburg R. 2, administrator 
of the estate of Judge Malone Les- 
ter, late of Harrisburg, against the 
Atlantic States Motor lines, a North 
Carolina corporation, with an office 
in Harrisburg. 


According to Braddock the suit 


results from a collision between a 
sedan driven by the late Judge 
Lester and a trailer-truck of the 
motor lines along the Gettysburg-

on December 26, 1941, in which 
Lester, who was driving his sedan, 
was killed.
